The state dining room, the 
blue room, is photographed. Four hundred 
thirty-six pages are devoted to recipes. 
Coffee, tea, and beverages are explained in 
37 pages. No instant tea or coffee were used 
in those days. The recipe for the coffee starts 
at the food stores. Three quarters of a pound 
of Java and a quarter of a pound of Mocha 
make the best mixture of coffee. For Vienna 
coffee, equal parts of Mocha and Java are 
used, one heaping tablespoon to each person 
with two extra tablespoons added to make 
good strength was advised. 
Boiling the water is important in making 
the coffee . . . but never boil more than three 
or four minutes. Longer boiling ruins the 
water for both coffee and tea. “Long boiling 
leaves an insipid liquid composed morely of 
lime and iron which will ruin even the best 
coffee and give tea a dark dead color” (Ap­ 
parently the White House had trouble with 
hard water!) 
In making coffee, use one full coffee cupful 
of cold water. Put into the coffee boiler and 
pour on it a quart of boiling water. As it rises 
and begins to boil, stir it down with a silver 
spoon or fork. Boil hard for ten to twelve min­ 
utes. Remove from the fire and pour out a 
cupful of black coffee, then pour back into the 
coffeepot. Place it on the back of the stove or 
range where it will keep hot (but not boil) and 
it will settle in about five minutes. Send to the 
table hot. (The keeping warm on the back of 
the stove must refer to the old coal range!) 
Serve with good cream and lump sugar. 
The Vienna coffee was made also with the 
egg and shell but this was boiled only five 
minutes. Half of the water was added before 
boiling, the rest afterwards and it was served 
with one pint of cream to which was added the 
white of an egg well beaten. This was put in 
the cups with the sugar and the hot coffee 
added. 
Tea is alw ays to be served in a china or por­ 
celain teapot. . . never metal. To make the 
tea to perfection, boiling water must be 
poured on the leaves as soon as it boils. Then 
the water is allowed to remain on the leaves 
from ten to fifteen minutes. 
A Chinese being interviewed for the White 
House Cookbook says, “Drink your tea plain. 
Don’t add milk or sugar. Tea brokers and tea 
tasters never do. The Chinese never do.” 
There are also detailed instructions on how 
to make chocolate and to make cocoa. The 
chocolate is made from grated chocolate and 
served with spoonfuls of thick whipped 
cream. There are two recipes for making 
currant wine, two recipes for blackberry 
wine, but there are also recipes for such 
things as raisin wine, cherry bounce, honey 
wine, Florida orange wine, hop beer, ginger 
beer, spruce beer, Roman punch, sassafrass 
mead, noyeav cordial, egg nogg, egg flip or 
mulled ale, milk punch, and Koumiss. 
There are five pages of suggestions for 
marketing listed by month with mutton 
included with beef and pork. February 
includes antelope but poultry and game and 
vegetables certainly prove that there was no 
limit to the foods available. All the foods that 
we see in the supermarket are listed as avail­ 
able except lettuce and melons which are 
seasonable. 
Instead of orange juice, grapefruit, and 
melon, the breakfast menus have baked 
apple, or stewed peaches, or orange marma­ 
lade for fruit, Corn meal mush, fried pork 
chops, and hashed beef on toast were favorite 
breakfast items. 
Special menus include a 10-course dinner 
served diplomats at a state dinner at the 
White House. The menu for Mrs. Cleveland’s 
w edding lunch, and General Grant’s birthday 
dinner are included. There is also a buffet for 
1,000 people to be served in eight courses. In 
those days, going to dinner at the White 
House was more than a social event, it was a 
gastronomic extravaganza!
